At the 11 o’clock service at the 
Church of the Ascension, on Sunday, 
April 3rd, an Altar Cfoss, bearing 
the following inscription, was dedi- 
cated by Rev. J. P. Dingle, imme-

To the Glory of God 
And in loving memory of her parents, 
This Cross was presented by the 
wife-of: the Rector ‘of the parish, 
Easter, 192t.

On a large proportion of Canadian 
farms uncleaned or improperly clean- 
ed seed is sown, There is no excuse 
for sowing so much dirty and poorly 
graded seed. The fanning and grad- 
ing can be done in the slack time and 
well ahead of the busy spring seeding. 
This grading would not add to the 
cost of production of the crep and the 
larger yield secured ~ would substan- 
tially increase or, in many instances, 
double the net profit, Experiments 
conducted with oats at Guelph over a 
period of seven years showed the fol- 
lowing results: Large seed, 62 bus- 
hels per acre; medium seed, 54-bus- 
hels b per acre; small seed, 47 bushels 
per“acre, 

Similar ¢xperiments with wheat, 
barley, rye and peas gave much the 
same results in cach case. The small, 
shrunken and split kernels are much 
more valuable for feed than for seed. 
Another great advantage obtained by 
fanning and grading the ‘grain for 
seed is that weed seeds are cleaned 
out, One way to prevent having 
weedy crops is to sow seed grain free 
from weed seeds. One weed seed 
sown may mean thousands of weed 
seeds produced in the next crop,

Shows an Increase in Practically 
Every Branch With Ex on of . 
Fruit Gtowing. 

at report of the agricultural produc- 
tion of British Columbia during the 
period ending March 3st, 1920, has 
just Been made by the provincial min- 
ister-of agriculture, and shdws‘an in- 
crease in. practically every branch 
with the exception of fruit growing, 
for which the season: was practically 
unsuitable. 

The total value of production was 
$68,004,953, an increase of $2,620,397 
over the previous year, The value 
of livestock is increasing and accounts 
for more than $14,000,000. The dairy 
cattle is in a particularly healthy con- 
dition and breeders show a desire to 
use pure-bred sires, due no doubt to 
the extensive publicity that has been 
given to this subject. Consequent on 
this, the value of dairy products has 
been substantially increased. 

British Columbia has during the 
past few years established an exten- 
sive market for her potatoes. which 
are known widely for their high qual- 
ity. During 1919, eighty-five cars 
were iuspected for . export to the 
prairies, while one’ hundred and 
‘eighty-five cars went to the Vancou- 
ver market, During the first half of 
the year, potatoes to the value of 
$790,880 were also exported to the 
United Sta 


tes.

‘ ‘Northern Alberta 


New Style to be Used for Freighting 
and Passenger Service. 

The first of a series of large motor 
“tunnel” boats for the Hudson Bay 
Company’s service almost altogether 
in Arctic lakes and rivers, has been 
launched in Vancouver, British Col- 
umbia, From there the yessél, and 
half a dozen exactly like her, will be 
loaded on two flat tars to be trans- 
ported to Edmonton, thence to Peace 
River Crossing, where it will be again 
launched for freighting and passen- 


'g@ service.’ 


The word “tunnel” is applied to the 
boats because there is a fine barrel- 
shaped cavity in the hull extending 
from the stern amidships about 
twenty feet. By this means propeller 
and rudders are ingeniously protected, 
und there are no projections to inter- 
fere with the phemomenally light 
draught. When launched in Vancou- 
ver the vessel drew only nine inches 
and with a full load is expected to 
float over gravel bars that are sub- 
merged only twenty inches from the 
water. When the propeller turns the 
water which is hurled astern with the 
force of an hydraulic ram, sixty fect 
over all, the boat will have a speed of 
sixteen to seventeen miles an hour,

The value of Ontario's mine output 
for the year 1920 was $46,000,000, ac- 
cording to the report of the Provincial 
Department of Mines.
